Village ef Saybrsok, Where It Wae 
First Located Bitterly Fought for 
Ita Retention. 


During our walk we came upon • 
bowlder in the middle of a field Inlaid 
with a bronce plate which told u* that 
there waa the original elte of Yale col­ 
lege. Sa.vbrook did not aee the college 
go to New Haven without a struggle, 
and one of Its Incidents Is piquant to 
recall—the famous Hattie of the col­ 
lege hooks. 
In December, 1718. the 
trustee*, already migrated to New 
Haven, deal red to remove the college 
library, which had been left behind 
In Saybrook.

Phases ef the Great Night Illuminator 
HSfve Nothing to Do With Crops, 
Bey Scientist*. 


In fhe farmer*’ almanac* yon will 
find tables of date* proper for plant­ 
ing crops, killing hogs and so on based 
upon the phaaes of the moon. 
And 
the Rnral New Yorker is authority for 
the statement that many farmers still 
adhere faithfully to this ancient sys­ 
tem. To show them how absurd this 
Is, it prints the following statement 
by C. V. Marvin, chief of the United 
States weather bureau: 
“It Is the general belief of scientists 
that the moon haa no appreciable in­ 
fluence on temperature, rainfall, or 
any other west iter elepient, or on plant 
growth. 
“Plant growth depends upon temper­ 
ature, light, humidity and plantfood 
(both In the soil and in the air), and 
its availability. Obviously the moon 
neither mellows the ground nor fer­ 
tilises it, neither does It alter the com­ 
position of the atmosphere; hence it 
affects neither the inechutilcal condi­ 
tion of the noli nor the kind or quan­ 
tity of available plantfood. 
* 
g 
,i the moon has any Infli 
plant growth it would seem that It 
must exert this Influence through Its 
light. 
Experiment, however, shows 
that when a plant Is so shadowed that 
It gets only one one-hundredth of nor­ 
mal daylight, tt grows but little better 
than It does in absolute darkness. Full 
daylight is about OOUOOO times bright­ 
er than full moonlight; hence one one- 
hundredth of daylight, already t**o fee­ 
ble to stimulate appreciably plant ac­ 
tivity, Is still 6,000 time* brighter thun 
full moonlight. The conclusion Is that, 
even In respect to light stimulus, the 
moon’s Influence on plant growth if 
wholly negligible."

Arithmetic Once Wa* Common.

The Instruction in 
arithmetic was often glv^n In another 
school, called a writing school, or a 
reckoning, school. 
When arithmetic

waa very rudimentary. Not only was^ 
this true, but among tbe nobility and 
the aristocracy of the educated, arith­ 
metic was looked upon as “common,” 
“vile," “mechanic,” because It was the 
accomplishment of clerks, artisans, 
tradesmen and others who bore no 
sign of heraldry. Consequently it was 
beneath the dignity of a boy unless he 
was “less capable of learnlnn and fit­ 
test to be put to trades.”
